CmcAQO. Feb. Captain J. J. 
Healy, one of the leading men of Alaska, 
Is stopping at the Orand Padfic hoti l. 
Capt&ic Jltmly is sa bis way to Wa: 
ington. Herepreeente the interste of 
Boutheastom AJaska, and he is going t( 
the national capital to warn the aecre- 
tanr^igBfirlor that onle« grievanoes 
of fiitfVHnHbesof the Thlinkotna 
tlon are redressed there te danger of an 
Indianmprising there. 

Last July several of the trtbee threat- 
ened the whites and the United States 
steamer Pinta and a force had to hasten 
from Sitka to Cbilkat to suppress the 
uprising. The Indians again thi-patfti 
trouble and it is to avoid it that (;aptaiii 
Healy is now na his way to Washington. 
Canning monopolists are said to have 
outraged the rights of the natives and 
are supported in their sggrcasive policy 
against the Lidians by toe govemmert 
oiflcials in Alaska. The whites are 
alarmed, and as they are practically de 
fenseisis they are in great danger. 

OMtaln Healf says that aa the reeu^ 
of a law pasfied hr the last oongreas the. 
is danger of Indian trouble In Alaska, 
the law referred to being that which 
permits a land patent to be granted for 
land for buaineas or mannf acturing pur 
poses. 

"Under that law," says Captain 
Healy, "men have appUed forsnrVeys 
and patente for Indian landa i^Moh have 
never been oeded to the United StftMi 
and the whites have seised these lands 
against the proteste of the Indian own- 
ers. But the immediate gttevance of 
the Indian tribes is that the canneries 
that have sprung ap threaten to destroy 
the salmon, th* mpla food of the lU' 
dians. 

"If the uprising starts it may be gen 
eral. Now, the Indians of this nation 
take for thfir own use ever)' year hnu 
dreds of thou.saiids of salmon, which 
they dry and ><torw. 

"In the CLilkat country, where I have 
a trading poHt, there are three big can 
neries on Chilkat inlet. It is the fhifst 
salmon in MMUheu.st Alaska and tb 
salmon run thore for four months. All 
the Indians of those parts depend oi, 
the s<Umon of thoC^hilkut for their food, 
but the canneries are destro} iii;^ thai 
natural source of the food supply foi 
the natives. 

"These canneries are a curse to Alas 
ka. They seize even the smalleel 
streams. Then they carry up a load of 
Chiiiain< o ami I' iiins from Victoiia oi 
Portland to do the work. These men 
sign contra<;tji th.it prevent thctu from 
rect!i\inf< a dollar in wbl'os until th('\ 
return from Ahiska. The companies 
carry up the supplies for them, and tl-f 
peojjle of Ala.«i;a don't receive a penny 't 
worth of beiiolit from the canneries." 

Cajjtain Healy will also ur^o while at 
Washington tliat congress help Alaska 
to be suiteUy raprasented at the world'i 
fair.
